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SUMMARY OF REPORT 


As 2 result of the investigations made by the 
Spoci^l Inquiriss Section G-l Division, SHAEF, 
covering the period following the Allied landings 
in NORMANDY, it wes found that the conduct of the 
12 SS Fanzor Division (Hitler-Jugend) presentod a : 
consistent pattern of brutality and ruthlessness, 
This characteristic was so marked as to make it 
appear desirable to assemble in a single document 
the rosults of those investigations which involved 
the Hitler-Jugend Division, with a view to facilitat- 
ing subsequent action and to making the shameful 
character of this unit ea mattor of record. 


To this ond there is presented herewith in con- 
densed form, ae an introduction to the formal report 
of the standing Court of Inquiry which investigated 
the matter,

A - HISTORY OF DIVISION 


The 12 SS Panzer Division (Hitler-Jugend) was re- 
organised for action on the Western Front in 1943, and 
commenced its training at BEVERLOO and later at DIEST 
in BELGIUM. There appeared to be no essential en- 
listmont qualification or selection, but as»the 
majority of those composing the Division were 17 or 
18 years of age, they came largely from the ranks of 
the Hitler Youth movement. An effort was made to get 
the most promising, enthusiastic and fit to enlist 
voluntarily for servie& with the Division, Later, 
recruits were drafted to it irrespective of their own 
wishes, It is safe to say, however, that, certainly 
at the outsot, the Division was made up of ardent 
young Nazis who, prior ‘to enlistment in the Division, 
had been well indoctrinated and trained in the Hitler 
Youth, to which semi-military organisation at the 
time all young men were required to belong. The 
officers and non-commissioned officers were selected 
from among the best battle experienced men available, 
the m^jority having formerly served in the Adolph 
Hitler Division, All the officers wora not of the 55; 
but most, after attachment to the Division, in time 
applied for transfer from the Wehrmacht.

B_- SUMMARY OF ATROCITIES 


Of tho atrocities reported affecting the Hitler- 
Jugend Division most have been fully established, and 
the proof is given in published reports of the Court. 
Others are related only in the form of sworn alle- 
gations.of Allied or German prisoners. Tho Index 
found at para 28, Part III of this eport distinguishes 
betweon these two types. 


The first atrocities occurred at AUTITB and BURON 
on 7 June in the course of the attack made on those \ ' 
Villages by a combat Cropp or team commanded by Ober- 
sturmbannfihrer MILIUS. This toam was composed of the 
III Battalion of 25 SS Panzer Grenadicr Regiment sup- 
ported by the "Pring (Name of C.0.)

cident aro set forth in Part IV of this Report. 
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On 8 June, the 12 SS Reconnaissance Battalion 
which had been attached to the Panzer Lohr Div- 
ision on the left established a Battle Headquarters 
at CHATEAU d'AUDRIEU, near PAVIE. On that day, 
near ?UTOT-EN-BESSIN, they overran forward companies 
of the Royal Winnipeg Rifles and captured prisoners, 
It has been established that 19 of these prisoners 
were takon to the Battle Hetdquarters at the Chateau 
in 3 separate parties, and there, on the order 
ipparontly of an officer, murdered in cold blood by 
organized firing squads. It is believed that on 
another occasion that day 7 more suffered the same 
fato, while an cycwitness and two éscaped Canadian 
prisoners are reported to have seen 18 or 20 more 
of their fellow prisoners Likewise killed in one group. 
Thus & totel of approximately 75 prisoners wore 
murdered by these two units on the first two days of 
fi;hting. 


Thereafter for the next two weeks other murders 
followed, until a total of 107 victims had been 
roached in 12 more separate shootings. While most 
of these latter involved only ono or two victims at 
a time, in two cases more wore killed. At LE MESNIL 
PATRY six bodies were found of men from different 
units, most bearing signs of previous wounds, and 
all unmistakably killed while prisoners, At MOUEN 
seven prisoners, six of whom were from the Queen's 
Own Rifles of Canada, were taken to a rear head- 
quarters of the 12 5S Engineering Battalion and there 
interrogated by an officer. Four hours later they 
were marched under heavy guard to a point outside the 
villago, where they were shot. 


In another case 3 prisoners, after an unsatis- 
factory interrogation by a Regiment. Commander, were 
stripped of all identifying marks, taken 4 short 
distance away and in the view of this officer shot 
dead, 


another Regimental Commander himself ordered the 
shooting of prisoners, following interrogations. 
Othsr officers either told their troops that the 
British and Canadians did not take prisoners, by im- 
plieation leaving it to their men to take appro- 
priate retaliatory action, or definitely told them 
not to take prisoners or to shoot them if taken. 
Ono officer ordered or pormitted a. non-commissioned 
officer to shoot down in cold blood a wounded 
Amorican aviator who had beon taken prisoner. 


This cowardly murder of prisoners, who undoubtodly 
diod in many cases because thoy would not betray their 
Conrades or their cause, demande thet.especially' those 
ordering the killings or encouraging thom, as well as 
the actual perpetrators be brought to justice and 
made to suffer the full punishment for their criminal 
conduct, — b. 


The Commander of this Division from 10 June on, 
who had ‘previously cocmanded the Regiment respon- 
Sible for tho murders at AUTHIE, is a prisoner in 
Allied hands. He has been questioned at length by 
the Court, but denies all knowledge of these murders. 
It may be for a Qourt composed of military officers 
with axperionce in command and combat, to determine 
finally the weight to be given to such denials, and 
the responsibility which he must ‘bear for the actions 
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senior and junior officors

That this Division gained for itself in the 
NORMANDY Campaign a most unsavory reputation, even 
among the rest of the German Armed Forces, is evi- 
dent from the fact that German prisoners taken, adni 
that it was called the "Murder Division". How apt 
the title was, is amply shown from an examination 
its infamous record. How many more prisoners became 
victims to the bruthlity of its meabers will probably 
never be known. That it remained true to its repu- 
tation, hc: was demonstrated when as A reorgun- 
ized Division it wes next od to action in 
the counter-offonsive of December 1944 in the 
ARDENNES. In this countor-offensivo American prison- 
ers in even larger nunber were massacred in circum 
stances ¢ ' itest brutality near MALMEDY and 
else oy the members of this Division and another 
55 Division, the Liobstandarte Adolph Hitler.

SECTION II - SUMMARY OF EVIDENCE

Following the invasion of Europe in the summer of 
1944, reports were received by Headquarters 21 Arny 
Group of violations by the Gorman Armed. Forees of the 
well. recognised laws and usages of war, and more 
particularly of the terms of the Geneva Conventions, 
1929. The Comandor in Chief in consequence appointed 
a Special Court of In quiry to investigate and report 
upon the atroci ali. red to have occurred at Chateau 
d'Audriou. i f urb was headed by Major General R.W., 
BASKER, Assistant Chief of Staff, G-l Division, Supreme 
Headquarters, A.E.F. Soon thereafter a second 
atrocity was reported from MOUEN. The Supreme Commander 
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then instructed the same Court to investigate thi 
case 38 well and as further reports were received 

a standing Court wa tod on.20 „uzust as a 
special inculry branch of C-1 Division, Supreme 
Headouartcrs to make all necessary investigations 
and roports respecting new cases. The Members of 
the Courts. wore representative of the three main 
invading 2Br2ios, British, American and Canadian, 
Bach Court was to carry out its work in such a manner 
that. evidence obtained and reports made could, where 
justified, be used as the basis for the prosecution 
and trial efter the war of those found responsible 
for such violations, or "war crimés". 


A large volume of reported cises occurred st the 
beginning of the Normandy campaign from 7 - 21 June, 
in tho sector inyaded by the 3 Cenndien Infantry 
Divieion cnd defended by the 12 SS Panzer Division 
(Mitler-Jugond). The Courts have established that in 
seven of thoso c^sos, involving 20 separate &ncidonte 
and 6! victims, such viclntions of the Geneva Con- 
ventions did occur, They have repırts from escaped 
à&llied prisoners of war ond from Germ“n prisoners of 
war of soven more cases, involving an additional 42 
viotins and implicating personally four high ranking 
officers cf the 12 SS Division. 


This Report is intended primarily to be supple- 
mentary to those already brought out with respect to 
the soi? seven established eases. It contains such 
addition”l ovidence as may have bean obtained since 
the publication of those reports, and includes such 
furthor roccormend-tions as Dpgerr necessary by reason 
thereof,, Tho Report also includes a retord of the 
other ^trocitios about which information has since 
bean obtained, whether from stories related by es- 
caped prisoners of war or by German prisoners or 
otherwise. It has been inpossible as yət, (most of 
the Gormon prisoners concerned are in the U.S. or 
Canada) to verify those reports And to obtain other 
confirmatory evidence. In the meantime they must be 
accepted with some reserve, It is therefore recoa- 
mended that cll these witnesses, German or other, 
should bo oxemined at length wherever they way be 
and 28 sagn 2s conveniently possible; ^nd likewise 
any othor Gorman prisoners who may now bo or here- 
after como into Allied hands and bo able to confirn 
or add to the evidence so obtained, Following the 
end of tho wer, repatriated Canadien prisoners and 
athers will, doubtless, be able to ndd Still further 
evidence, and will have to be questioned for that 
purpose. 


In the meantine, it has been decided, as ^ matter 
of policy, that thc investigation of war crines is to 
be garried out by national investigating bodies of 
the'/countrios concerned, rather than by Suprene Head- 
quarters, Tt is considered essentizl therefore that, 
even though still incomplete, 2 reeord of the work so 
far dene by this Court beyond that recorded in Reports 
alre:dy rendered, and-its findings thereon and recom 
Menistions for future action, should be- perpetuated 
for the assistance and guidance of those whose taskoit 
may bo to complete this inquiry and prepare ths crses 
for trial, 


The Court has first sot forth ite findings, 
reasons for findings, and recommendations of a general 
character -ffecting tho 12 SS Panser Division (Hitler-

CASES REPORTED PREVIOUSLY BY COURT 


AUTHIE AND BURON (7 June 1944) 


Faets - The facts as originally found by the Court 
are for convenience summarized hereunder; 


On? Sune 1944 personnel. of the 12.55 Div- 
ision, at ond near the villages of AUTHIE and BURON 
án NORMANDY, murdered 17 Canadian prisoners of war, 
injured another and, in all probability, murdered 3 
further 10 Canadian prisoners of war. The incidents, 
which were sworn to in all cases by eye witnesses, - 
totalled 13, of which 12 were established cases and 
were ^s follows: 


A prisoners while lying unarmed and helpless 
owing to 2 serious wound, was bayonetted and shot to 
death by a number of soldiers of this unit, one of 
whom is believed to have been an officer, | 


A prisoner, while unarmed and with hands up 
in token of surrender, was denied quarter and shot to 
death. 


A prisoner, while being searched and other- 
wise unormed, was found fo have on his person a 
grenade which he had ewidently had no oppórtunity to 
diseard. He was thereupon shót by one of his guards. 
While lying on the road dying, he was kicked and some 
15 minutes later ‘dispatched by shots fired into the 
head, ° 


A prisoner, while being marched behind the 
enemy lines, was wounded in the legs by shell fire. 
Being unable to keep up to the other prisoners, he 
fell to the ground. A guard then shot him through 
the head, 


A soldier, was wounded, when his position was 
owerrun by the enemy, and endeawoured to hide; so as 
to make his way back to his unit. He was caught and 
prdered to get up. While endesvouring to do so, ‚one 
of the Germans placed his boot on the injured man's 
neck, trampling his face into the ground. The German 
then drew the soldier's own knife and killed him by 
stabbing him eight times in the body. It is to be 
noted in this case the Standing Court, while satis- 
fied th-t this was » bloodthirsty and cruel denial 
of quarter, was not satisfied on the evidence that the 
Soldier was cctually a prisoner of war at the tine, 
and so recorded rm finding of murder.

47. Nine prisoners, with three others who es- 
caped to tell the story, were being marehed in single 
file under Cerman escort to the rear. When well be- 
hind the line and-with their arms raised, they were 
suddenly fired upon by an approaching German soldier 
and by their own guard. A11 nine fëll to the ground 
wounded and it is believed that they were killed, 


48, two prisoners who were being moved to the 
rear with others were wounded, probably fatally, by 
indiscriminate fire directed at them and their com- 
panions by their guards who were behaving in a com- 
pletely undisciplined and frenzied monner, 


49, À large number of Allied Prisoners of War 
were being’ marched in column along 2 road in the 
vicinity of CAEN, when a passing German truck was 
intentionslly and at high speed driven into the 
column. Two of the prisoners were killed and 
another sericusly injured. This happened near 25 
Regiment^l end 12 SS Divisional Headquarters and the 
German’ went to some pains tô cover up the incident. 
The killings were recorded as "died of wounds" and a 

"funeral was held and filmed, evidently for record 
purposes, ofter the other prisoners had been warned 
of the consequence t5 themselves if they covered their 
faces during the taking of the picture, 


50. Moltreatment of Corpses. At AUTHIE, troops 
of this Regiment and Division mocked "nd intention- 
ally mutil^ted the bodies of dead Canrdian soldiers. 
Some of the bodies were placed where they would be 
run over by passing vehicles. In ofe'ca2se a tank was 
deliberately driven over a bod$ from head to foot and 
and this and another body were crushed to pulp. 

Other bodios were so mutilated as to'be unrecog- 
nizable. The civilians were not permitted to busy 

the bodies fcr six days, and the cttitude of the enemy 
troops was demonstrated in one instance by the plea- 
sure they derived from putting an old hat on one of 
the corpses and a cigarette box in its mouth, 


sl. Robbery and Theft, These offences, almost 
trivial compared with the foregoing, were common,

The prisoners were led away about 200 - 300 
yirds by the two members of the Field Pol-

sistance and made no attempt to escape, The 
Field police allowed the prisoners to march 
in front of them; during the march, the pris- 
oners had not raisod their hands, All this 
took place on a level meadow, and we could 
therefore soo what was going on.
